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Senate tax overhaul hits alate snag 


GOP rewriting bill to win deficit hawks; a final vote is expected today

WASHINGTON » The Senate Re- 
publican tax bill, which had ap- 
peared to be cruising to victory 
and picked up a key swing vote 
Thursday, suffered a significant 
setback late in the day as law- 
makers were forced to contem- 
plate significant changes, includ- 


ing future tax increases, to help 
pay for the legislation. 

The bill had gained momentum 
in the morning when it picked up 
a key swing vote. But it came to 
a grinding, if temporary, halt, as 
senators scrambled in the early 
evening to find ways to raise sev- 
eral hundred billion dollars af- 
ter some members objected to 
moving forward without a plan 
to safeguard against ballooning 


the deficit. 

Lawmakers are now consider- 
ing alternatives, including rein- 
stating the alternative minimum 
tax on some corporations and 
wealthy individuals, and raising 
the corporate rate above 20 per- 
cent after some number of years. 
A final vote on the bill is expected 
today after a series of amend- 
ments are considered.
